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AMONG THE OAKS 

How to Know the Different 
Varieties of Cali¬ 
fornia’s Noblest 
Trees. 


The Oak has a beauty peculiarly its 
own, but one must learn to love its 
varied leaves and acorns, the shrubs as 
well as the trees. The trees are majes¬ 
tic, calm and venerable, but the shrubs 
come closer to us. They are friendly 
companions. The species most avail¬ 
able and suitable here are: 

The Live Oak, Quercus Agrifolia. 

White Oak, Q. Engelmanni. 

Scrub Oak, Q. Dumosa. 

Wislizeni Oak, Q. Wislizeni. 

Golden Oak, <J. Chrysolepus. 

It would be better to speak of the 
White Oak as Engelmann Oak as that 
would distinguish it from all other 
Oaks. This is a Quercus alba (literally 
White Oak) that grows from Maine to 
Minnesota and south, but it does not 
resemble Engelmanni. The obstacle is 
that many who know this as the White 
Oak would not know what was intend¬ 
ed by Englemanni. It does not seem 
too late to try to spread the new name. 

Scrub Oak is a corruption of Shrub 
Oak (dumosa, shrubby). It is perhaps 
just as well that it is permanently 
established. It is a part of the aroma 
and flavor of that California that has 
passed into history, but is in the minds 
and hearts of many still living. 

Wislizeni is likely to be passed over 
as dumosa. Few know anything about 
it. Golden Dak is a name here pro¬ 
posed for Chrysolepis. This tree has 
no established common name. Chryso¬ 
lepis, I understand, means golden scales 
and refers to the scales of the cup. In 
Dr. Franceschi's catalogue the plant is 
called Golden Leaf Oak. The upper 
surface of the leaf is described by the 
author as pale green, nearly white 
(gloucous). So the name is not es¬ 
pecially appropriate. But for me the 
precision of the definition freezes the 
poetry out of it. Is not Golden Oak 
pleasing to the ear and imagination? 
In the Biltmore catalogue a horticul¬ 
tural variety of the English Oak (Quer¬ 
cus robur) is listed as Golden Oak 
(Q. pedunculata variety Concordia) 
which will be discussed. It seems to 
me this need not prevent our using the 
name. It has become necessary for all 
trade catalogues to give the botanical 
name so there would be little chance of 
confusion. 

The term “Live Oak” is used some¬ 
what indiscriminately for any ever¬ 
green Oak. It should be reserved for 
Agrifolia to avoid confusion. 

The Oaks are not easy but the ones 
mentioned can be determined by the 
acorns with a little supplementary help 
from other characters. The following 
notes and descriptions will perhaps 
open the way: 1 

Q. Agrifolia.—This is by far the most ] 
excellent and beautiful of the trees here 


FAMOUS ARTIST HERE

Edward Ertz Will Paint Portraits of 
Two Well Known Sierra 
Madre Children. 

Mr. Edward Ertz, an artist of note, 
arrived in Sierra Madre last week, hav¬ 
ing been commissioned to paint the 
portraits of Samuel and Jessica Gr aha m 
who reside with their aunt, Miss T. H. 
Graham of Lima street. Mr. Ertz is 
living in one of the houses owned by 
Miss Graham, near her residence, He 
has won fame abroad, having done work 
of note in several European capitals. 

Edward Ertz, R. B. A., 1902, member 
of the society of arts, was born in 
Chicago, .in 1862. He is the son of the 
late John Ertz, of the 12th Illinois 
Cavalry. He was educated in Chicago 
and Paris and began his career in 
Chicago as an engraver, designer and 
illustrator. 

He went to New Orleans and aided 
in the formation of the New Orleans 
Etching club and Artists’ association. 
He then went to New York in 1885 and 
engraved for the Scribner’s and Century 
magazines. He painted at intervals 
and in 1888 went to Paris to study. He 
exhibited in the Solon at Paris in 1889, 
j and has been an annual exhibitor there 
each year since. 

He was the professor of water color 
painting and drawing at the Academy 
Delecluse from 1892 to 1899. He has < 
exhibited at the Royal Academy, Lon- 1 
don, at Berlin, Munich, Glasgow, Paris < 
and Pittsburg. He has received five i 
medals for international exhibitions in 
France and one medal from the Societe 
des Amis des Arts de la Somme. He 
received three awards at the Bristol j 
Arts and Crafts exhibition and a bronze 
medal at the American Arts’ Society of 
Philadelphia. He is represented in the ( 
permanent collection of the Alexandra | 
Palace Galleries in London. 


WILL PLANT POPPIES 

Clean Up Day Committee Decides on 
Important Feature—Woman’s 
Club to Help. 


Preparations for the great cleaning up 
festival to be held Saturday, October 17, 
are going forward steadily. N. H. Hos- 
mer has been chosen chairman of the 
committee and another meeting will be 
held soon to make more detailed plans. 

As was the case last year, the Woman’s 
Club will have charge of the commis¬ 
sary arrangements. They will provide 
rations for eighty workers, and more if 
notified in advance that that number 
will be exceeded. 

Careful consideration of the task be¬ 
fore the workers on the great day shows 
that there is much less work to be done 
than was the case last year, principally 
on account of the improvement of 
Baldwin, Central, Mountain Trail and 
Grand View avenues. This will permit 
some work not undertaken last year. 

The happy thought seems to have 
struck several several persons simultan¬ 
eously that it would be a fine thing to 
have poppies planted very generally 
over the town, especially along park¬ 
ways and on the sides of unimproved 
streets. After some consideration it 
was decided to purchase sufficient 
poppy seed in bulk for free distribu¬ 
tion. This will be giyen out after 
cleaning up day so that it can be sown 
before the fall rains set in. This feature 
of the enterprise will instantly com¬ 
mend itself to everyone. 

PROVIDES MORE MONEY 


WORK FOR GAS 

Board of Trade Committee Hard 
at Work on Proposition 
to Secure Gas for 
Sierra Madre. 


Huntington Park’s new gas plant was 
inspected last Monday by the Board of 
Trade committee on securing a gas plant 
for Sierra Madre. In company with Mr. 
Dunn of the Standard Gas and Electric 
company, Messrs. Bridle, Graham, An¬ 
drews, Hosmer and Madden went over 
the situation at Huntington park as 
thoroughly as possible. This plant is 
very similar to the one Mr. Dunn pro¬ 
poses to furnish for Sierra Madre. 

On Thursday Mr. Dunn came to Sierra 
Madre for a more careful survey of the 
situation. In company with members 
of the committee the streets where 
mains should be laid were discussed, 
together with the size of mains, etc. 
It was found that eight miles of mains 
would supply practically the entire 
town, bringing this item of expense 
within the figures originally set by Mr. 
Dunn. 

The more the gas question is investi¬ 
gated by the members of the committee 
the better the outlook appears. That 
Sierra Madre will have gas within a 
reasonable time now appears certain. 
In the past the feasibility of supplying 
the town, either from a local plant or 
with gas piped from some other town, 
has been doubted. But investigation 
has shown these fears to be not well 
founded. 


mentioned. Everything about it is 
pleasing. But this is true of all Oaks. 
The acorns are slender, tapering grace¬ 
fully to a sharp point, one and one-half 
inches long. The cup is top shape, 
leaves dark green and shiny above, 
paler beneath and generally spiny, es¬ 
pecially the young leaves. The edges 
turn down. This is a valley tree and 
often very symmetrical, presenting a 
rich, dark green, cool mass, admirable 
and refreshing. 

Q. Engelmanni.—This does not com¬ 
pare with Agrifolia but its merit is that 
it will grow where the former would 
not. The trunk is usually a white grey, 
although not always so. This does gen¬ 
erally enable one to pick out Engel¬ 
manni at a distance. The acorn is ob¬ 
long and blunt, one inch long, cup flat. 
Leaves are flat, green or pale green 
above, paler beneath, not spiny. 

Q. Chrysolepis.—This is likely to be 
anything in size from a shrub to a very 
large tree according to location. When 
seen as a shrub or small tree on a hill¬ 
side in the slanting rays of the after¬ 
noon sun it often has a marked golden

Increased Valuation Raises City’s In¬ 
come More Than $2,000. 

About $2,000 will be added to the 
city’s income from taxes this year over 
that received last year. The rate re¬ 
mains the same as before, 75 cents on 
each $100 assessed valuation. The in¬ 
crease is due chiefly to the increase in 
valuation. The exact amount which 
should be produced is $7,015, while a 
little less than $5,000 was provided last 
year. The tax money has already be¬ 
gun to come into the city’s coffers, 
being now due and becoming delinquent 
the first Monday in November. 

Siding Still There. 

For sheer nerve in defiance of civil 
authorities the Pacific Electric people 
are about the limit. They have been 
ordered to remove the siding on the 
north side of their track at Central and 
Lima and have been given ample time 
to do it. The city authorities maintain 
that the company has no franchise for 
such a siding, as it is not on their right 
of way. The practice of leaving cars 
there for unloading is offensive to resi¬ 
dents of the neighborhood, as well as 
blocking one half of the street. Instead 
of removing the siding as ordered the 
company has merely boought it to grade 
as if expecting the city to go ahead and 
oil the street leaving their track there. 
There is likely to be something doing 
in the matter soon. 


MEN’S CLUB BANQUET 

“Brotherhood Movement” Will be Dis¬ 
cussed at Congregational Church. 

Invitations have been sent out for the 
men's banquet at the Congregational 
church next Friday evening. The 
Ladies’ Aid society will feed the hun¬ 
gry company of men, most of whom 
will probably appear with enormous 
appetites, remembering the feast to 
which they were treated at a similar 
event last spring. The speakers this 
time will be Dr. Jean F. Loba of Pasa¬ 
dena and Capt. Leslie G. Bryant of Los 
Angeles. Captain Bryant is state secre¬ 
tary of the Boy’s Brigade and will talk 
on the subject of work among the boys.

j shimmer. The acorn is very large and 
i oblong blunt. The cup has a very wide 
I rim which is a striking feature. The 
j leaves are pale (gloucous) above and 
i yellowish underneath. 

Q. Dumosa.—Next to the Live Oak 
my heart warms to this beautiful shrub. 
If you are seeking health go where it 

J goes. It will take you along the ridges 
of low, sunny hills where there* are al¬ 
ways cool breezes and the healing aroma 
of scented shrubs. It is said that our 
California flowers lack fragrance. That 
shows mere ignorance but so many of 
our flowers and shrubs are fragrant in 
leaf and stem that the air is scented for 
miles and miles and this is more notice¬ 
able on the very deserts. 

Dumosa is extremely variable. The 
acorn is oblong, from one to one and 
one-half inches; cup somewhat deep; 
leaf dark or light green, paler under¬ 
neath. 

Q. Wislizeni. Perhaps this is the 
prettiest ol the shrubby forms, because 
the acorn is more graceful in shape than 
dumosa. The young branches have a 
pleasing gray color. The acorn tapers, 
but is not so slender as agrifiolia. The 
length is about one and one-fourth . 
inches; Cup hemispherical smooth and 
soft gray. The leaves dark green, but 
little paler beneath and somewhat spiny. 

These descriptions are intended only 
as a help, something of a guide to those 
who wish to know the different kinds. 

In comparing them with specimens it is 
probable many discrepancies will be 
found. The descriptions by the origi¬ 
nal authors are too unsatisfactory to be 
considered. Every specie here de¬ 
scribed varies very much as to color 
and shape of leaves and as to spininess. 
No species has a standard of size for 
the acorn. These descriptions, too, are 
made from a very limited amount of 
material. But I hope they will serve 
their purpose. 

To most people the detail beauty that 
is lost for lack of observation is aston¬ 
ishing when revealed. If you will put 
a spray of Live Oak, for instance, in a 
vase and place it where the light is 
sufficient you will find new beauties 
nearly every time you look at it. By 
| gathering a few sprays of dumosa in its j 
i different forms and placing them in the 
same way (always free and loose) you 
will, when in the hills, be tempted to L 
stop at each individual dumosa. Then j jm 
you will begin to learn something about 
the scrub oaks, and not until then.

Figures Grow Larger. 

The statement of condition of the 
First National bank of Sierra Madre 
again shows a gratifying increase in 
resources since the last call from the 
comptroller of the currency on July 15. 
The resources shown by the statement 
at the close of business Sept. 23, were 
$109,140.49 against $101,756.29 on the 
previous statement. The statement of 
Aug. 22, 1907 showed resources of about 
$55,700, indicating an increase of prac¬ 
tically 100 per cent in the year.

N. H. Hosmer: "We have about 200 
registered voters here this fall. My 
books show 190 names of voters actually 
here. This does not include several 
who have removed from the town since 
registering.
